Sprayed With Disinfectant 
When the flight is about half­ 
way to its destination, 
bulletins 
are passed out to the passengers 
informing them of the speed of the

arrival at the destination. 
“Before landing on an airfield 
of a foreign country, all the pas­ 
sengers are sprayed with a disin­ 
fectant that is supposed to work 
against your carrymg 
any com­ 
municable diseases to the

try,” Barron related. 
After IO Vi hours in the air they 
arrived at Honolulu and spent the 
next IO days sightseeing the Isl­ 
ands, after assembling with their

They left Honolulu Nov. 30 and 
the next 26 days were spent in 
flying to and stop-over visiting on 
Canton 
Island;

which were as unusual as Hawaii 
was beautful; at Auckland, N. Z.; 
Sydney and finally Melbourne.

The six planes they made their 
8.000 mile journey in were 
all 
huge four-engine liners, some of 
them sea planes, of the airline

Each had an average weight of

tons, 
carried 
approximately

“The planes travel at

We saw the 
sun 
rise above the clouds about four 
mornings—a very pretty sight.” 
“Some of 
these ships

Pappy Noel s Korea 
Prisoner Pictures 
Show Marquette Boy 


SAN FRANCISCO — (TP) — Pic­ 
tures taken inside a Communist 
prison camp by AP photographer 
Frank Noel brought tears of hap­ 
piness to the eyes of wives and 
parents in a dozen American cities 
today. 
Some families said Noel’s pic­ 
tures gave them their first real 
assurance that their loved ones 
were alive in North Korean camps. 
However, all those identified al­ 
ready had appeared on the prison­ 
er list the Reds gave the Allies at 
Panmunjom Dec. 19. 
Camera Smuggled In 
The 52-year-old Noel has been 
a prisoner of the Communists for 
more than a year. Associated Press 
correspondents in Korea persuaded 
Communist newsmen to deliver a 
camera, film and flashbulbs to 
Noel and bring his exposed nega­ 
tives back to Panmunjom. 
When told that pictures snapped 
by “Pappy” Noel had been radioed 
from Tokyo, Mrs. Noel said “I 
have always known that if any 
one could come through it would 
be Frank.” 
At her home in Albany, N. Y., 
Mrs. Noel said she has refused to 
become discouraged and “always 
had very great 
hope” 
that he 
would come through safely. 
“This latest news is as strange 
as something from a comic book,” 
she added. 
“But knowing Frank 
I can understand how7 the trend 
is going.” 
Mrs. Irene Pallas of San Fran­ 
cisco had refused to give up hope 
for her 23-year-old son, Theodore, 
listed as missing in action since 


last November. 
When shown Noel's picture of 
Ted lying in a prison hospital, 
Mrs. Pallas wept tears of happi­ 
ness and kissed the picture, mur­ 
muring, 
“Thank 
God. 
Thank 
God” in her native Greek tongue. 
Standing beside the gray-haired 
widow were three other sons. She 
told of how she has prayed day 
and night and asked several times 
for assurance that Ted is all right. 
Information Noel sent with the 
picture said the young soldier is 
being treated for a hand injury. 
For more than a year Mr. and 
Mrs. W. E. Jenkins of Dallas, Tex., 
have wondered w hether their 23- 
year-old son was dead or alive. 
They last heard from Cpl. Roy L. 
Jenkins on Thanksgiving Day in 
1950. 
He was listed as missing in 
action a few days later. 
Needed A Shave 
One of Noel’s pictures showed 
Corporal Jenkins alive and well in 
the prison camp. 
“He looks like they are treating 
him all right,” his mother said 
happily. 
“But he looks like he 
needs a shave pretty bad.” 
Mrs. Robert S. Wood of Wash­ 
ington thought her husband “looks 
fine.” 
And Noel’s picture of him 
was “wonderful.” 
Others identified in Noel’s pic­ 
tures include Pvt. Richard Flattely 
of Marquette, Mich.

Plane Travel 


By ROBERT C. RUARK 
NEW YORK— There is a pretty 
plaque on the desk 
which 
says 
that the recipient has 
llown at 
least a million air miles, or about 
40 times around the world. And 
is still ailve to tell the tale. It is 
somewhat reassuring in the win­ 
tertime, when each 
week seems 
to hurl another tragedy from the 
skies. To date there 
has 
never 
been a crash that has shaken my 
faith in the airplane as the ideal 
carrier for our time. 
In times past I have wrangled 
and squawked at the airlines, for 
lousy ground-work and inefficient 
ticketing and inadequate airports 
and bum food aloft, but never a 
beef against the plane itself or the 
crew that flies it. 
In a 
million 
miles I never flew with a care­ 
less pilot. I never met a pilot who 
wasn’t eager to live. 
The Human Element 
So long as men make machines 
and run them, so long as there is 
margin for mechanical error and 
latitude for the human element, 
there will be accidents. Ships bust 
open and run onto icebergs and 
pile up on reefs. Despite the con­ 
stant claims for iron-clad 
safety, 
trains still get wrecked and kill 
people with fair regularity. And 
the automobile, on the average big 
holiday, will slay 
more 
people 
than plane, train and ship com­ 
bined for an average year. 
But the plane, of all means of 
transportation, is the newest and 
the most dramatic, so its occasion­ 
al crackup is always big 
black 
headline news. A plane crash is 
necessarily more vehement in the 
public consciousness than the sad 
fate of the man who 
meets 
his 
maker in a bathtub tumble or the 


poor pedestrian who steps in front 
of a truck. The airplanes’ mastery 
of distances is 
compensated for 
oy the price in adverse publicity 
it pays when 
an 
aircraft 
goes 
down in the 
deep 
water 
or 
smashes 
into a hill or house. 
It is incomprehensible to 
me 
that so many people fear planes 
in almost direct ratio to the most 
recent crashes, whereas they will 
climb blithely into an auto after 
a staggering total of 
statistical 
mortality has been 
registered. 
I 
never heard 
a man 
swear 
off 
trains or ships when news of a 
wreck or a sinking hits the papers. 
But the plane still seems to be 
tomorrow’s 
machine 
in 
many 
minds. 
Gets You There Fast 
Neither do I understand that a 
man can live in the 20th century 
without using the plane to its full 
potential. It is mostly an uncom­ 
fortable conveyance, but it gets 
you there in an awful hurry, with 
a minimum of fuss. With the ex­ 
ception of a 
ship’s 
deck 
in an 
open sea, there is no place where 
positive security manifests 
itself 
more palpably than in a four-en- 
gined airplane at 20,000 feet. 
But so long as the plane has to 
go up and come down there will 
be a tiny statistical hazard con­ 
nected with its 
departure 
from 
and return to the 
earth. 
Isaac 
Newton figured out a thing called 
gravity for which no complete an­ 
tidote has yet been found. 
Even 
so, according to the figures, 
you 
are safer 
in an 
airplane 
than 
sitting in your parlor. 
These are some of the thoughts 
that Juan Trippe and Eddie Rick- 
enbacker and 
C. R. Smith 
and 
Pat Patterson and Ralph 
Damon 
and the other chieftains 
of 
the 
airline industry are thinking at 
the moment, and their 
thoughts 
are sieved downward to the last 
maintenance 
man on the ground 
crew. The scheduled airlines’ rec­ 
ord for safety is fantastically good,

Britain Has Big Payroll 
But Few Orders 
P 
RIME MINISTER CHURCHILL for the 
most part left B ritain’s real problems 
out of his discussions w ith President T ru­ 
man and other American officials. Those 
difficulties are economic, and they are very 
* eerious. 
The B ritish premier did exact a promise 
from us of more steel, w hich will have a 
definite bearing on one phase of the eco­ 
nomic crisis, the m aterials shortage. 
But 
that is only part of the story. 
The fundam ental fact is that Britain's 
once vast economic em pire 
has 
shrunk 
alarm ingly and is still contracting. 
This has made Britain itself a top-heavy 
nation, overburdened w ith population and 
the adm inistrative and financial structure 
to fit a level of activity th a t 
no 
longer 
exists. 
As 
parts 
of the em pire have broken 
away, too often they have carried 
with 
them both markets 
and 
raw 
materials 
sources relied on by the British. 
And in a world of rising prices Britain 
has not been able to com pete successfully 
with the United States and some other na­ 
tions for m aterials available elsewhere. 
Unable to get the raw stuff of manufac­ 
tured products in sufficient volume, 
the 
British have not been able to sell enough 
goods to pay for the foodstuffs they need 
to feed th eir substantial population. 
So the country is like a great factory 
which is trying to m aintain a full payroll 
of several thousand w orkers with too few 
orders. 
The original postwar B ritish loan and 
subsequent Marshall Plan aid were like 
hypodermic shots that tem porarily restor­ 
ed a flush to Britain's cheeks. They appar­ 
ently solved nothing but simply postponed 
the day of reckoning. 
That day may now be close. 
Churchill 
knew it w ill not be easy to ask an Ameri­ 
can Congress for more 
help, especially 
since there is little proof such aid brings 
any lasting results. 
What B ritain must do is broaden its eco­ 
nomic base until once m ore it approxim­ 
ates the well-established 
super-structure 
of finance and adm inistration that so long 
kept the nation pre-em inent among 
the 
world’s economic powers. Only then will it 
be able to keep its people well fed and 
healthy w ithout the artificial 
stimulants 
of outside aid.

time.” 
The new est of them, the Webster 
school, was built in 1911 and remodelled in 
1924. It is in good physical condition today 
and can and w ill fill a school need until 
funds for it sreplacem ent can be provided. 
The Barr school, however, although not 
the oldest grade school in the city, is in 
need of quick replacement. Built in 1898, 
it has served nobly for over a half century. 
Today it poses a distinct fire hazard, is ob­ 
solete and worst of all, it is greatly over­ 
crowded. Moreover, the area it serves is a 
part of the community that is growing rap­ 
idly. 
Even at best and assuming that the bond 
issue will be approved by the voters Feb. 
18, it will be another year and a half be­ 
fore a new grade school can be ready for 
occupancy. 
The bond issue provides funds for con­ 
struction of a new Senior high school in 
addition to a new grade school and a spe­ 
cial education departm ent. The need for a 
new Senior high school has been apparent 
for some years. It was recognition of this 
need that prompted the late Mrs. Catherine 
Bonitas to bequeath to the school board the 
sum of $500,000 towards the construction 
of a new high school. 
School 
building 
costs today are high. 
Few people in the business world expect 
to see any reduction in construction costs, 
however. The m ore probable trend is up­ 
ward. Postponing to another day construc­ 
tion that is needed now is no solution to the 
problem. 
It will cost th e average property owner 
only 5c or so per day to pay for the new 
schools that are proposed. 
Is not this an insignificant sum to invest!> 
in the welfare of our children and the fu­ 
ture of our community?

# 
Several Kinds of Heart Disease 
May Be Treated by Surgery

There are several kinds of heart disease 
for which in the past little could be done, 
but which now can be treated effectively 
in many instances by the use of delicate 
heart surgery. 
Even w ith the progress in this field of 
recent years, 
the end has not yet been 
reached since investigators are still finding 
new methods by which they can extend the 
benefits of heart surgery to more and more 
people. 
One of the most im portant developments 
of heart surgery has been th at used in the 
treatm ent of so-called “blue babies,” 
or 
infants born with congenital he 
t disease. 
The bluish color of the skin 
h gives 
the common name is caused by lack of ox­ 
ygen attached to the hemoglobin or color­ 
ing matter of the blood. 
In blue babies the deficiency of oxygen 
ii the result of a malformed heart or of the 
Urge blood vessels near it. Such defective 
structures permit the blood from the veins 
which contain only a little oxygen to mix 
with the blood from the arteries. 
MALFORMATIONS VARY 
There are several kinds of malforma­ 
tions of the heart which w ill permit this 
mixing of oxygen-containing and non-oxy- 
BM eon taming blood. 
Th* various kinds 
f 


are too numerous and too complicated to 
describe in detail. 
They carry such technical names as co­ 
arctation of the aorta, tetralogy of Fallot 
ana pulmonary stenosis with intact ven­ 
tricular septum. But it does make a differ­ 
ence lo the patient because some kinds can 
now be successfully treated by surgery and 
others cannot. 
In one of these conditions the passage­ 
way between the heart and one of the large 
blood vessels which should normally close 
before birth fails to do so. This is called a 
patent or open ductus arteriosus. 
This opening can be closed by heart sur­ 
gery with great success. 
Some of the other congenital malforma­ 
tions of the heart, (or results of disease) 
can also be treated successfully by surgery, 
but not all of them. 
For this reason carelul study of each case 
has to be conducted in order to make a di­ 
agnosis and to decide whether or not sur­ 
gery would offer chances of relief. 
For the child w'ith congenital heart dis­ 
ease who cannot be treated by surgery, 
certain precautions are particularly neces­ 
sary. Such children must of course be care­ 
fully examined and every’ effort must be 
m ade to avoid infection and excessive phy­ 
sical strain.

Police Chief Barrett, resigning under fire, 
officially admitted under oath the pur­ 
chase and sale of various cars. 
Coal-Mine Disaster—Owner of record of 
the Orient mine where 
119 
miners lost 
their lives recently is the Chicago, 
Wil­ 
mington 
and Franklin 
Coal 
Company. 
When it was reported that this firm, 
in 
turn, was owned by the giant Stone and 
Webster engineering firm, the latter de­ 
nied it. . . However, H. A. Treadwell, vice­ 
president of the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin Co., has now 
admitted 
under 
questioning, that Messrs. Stone and Web­ 
ster, individually, not as a firm, have con­ 
trolled the coal company in the past and 
still own much of its stock. He stated that 
Stone had sold much of his stock, Webster 
still owns a considerable amount. . . Stone 
and W ebster is the firm which participated 
in the borrowing of $18,000,000 from the 
RFC to finance Cathage Hydrocol Co., at 
Brownsville, Texas, along with such others 
as Guy Gabrielson, chairman of the Re­ 
publican National Committee, 
and 
the 
Texas Oil Company. 
Dewey’s Airplane Trips—Last Decem­ 
ber, this w riter reported that, 
whereas 
Chairman Bill Boyle of the 
Democratic 
National Committee got only a $60 bill- 
clip as a Christmas present from Colonial 
Airlines, Governor Dewey of New York 
received 6,000 miles 
free 
transportation 
from Colonial plus the hospitality of a Col­ 
onial Airlines cottage used by the gover­ 
nor for a vacation in Bermuda. 
Dewey promptly issued a denial, claim­ 
ed both the cottage and the airplane trans­ 
portation were paid for. 
Technically he 
was right. However, records of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority now reveal the fol­ 
lowing: 
On Oct. 4. 7, 12, 26, 29 and 31, 1950, 
Dewey, while campaigning for governor, 
flew around New York state in a special 
Colonial Airlines plane, running up a total 
bill of $4,453.34. This bill remained unpaid 
for approximately one year. In fact, it re­ 
mained unpaid until Colonial Airlines got 
into trouble with the CAA, as a result of 
which the Justice Department filed a com­ 
plaint in the federal courts. 
This complaint then became a m atter of 
public record. 
Only 
after 
this 
became 
known to the public almost one year later, 
did the Republican State Committee rush 
a check to Colonial for $4,453.34—on Aug. 
9, 1951. 
In April, 1951, Governor Dewey flew' to 
Bermuda where he stayed at “Rock Mer- 
rell,” the cottage owned by Colonial Air­ 
lines. Before Dewey took the trip, Alger 
Chapman of 30 Broad Street sent Colonial 
his check No. 1913, dated April 13, 1951, 
for $500 and arranged for Dewey to use 
the cottage at a rate of $25 a day 
plus 
extra charges for maid service, food, etc. 
On June 22, 1951, Colonial rendered an 
additional bill for $649.43 covering the cost 
of maid, food, mail, telephone and other 
miscellaneous expenses incurred 
by 
the 
governor of New' York. 
This $649.43 remained unpaid—until the 
Justice Department filed its complaint in 
the federal courts. Only after this became 
a matter of public record, was check No. 
202 for $649.43, dated Sept. 21, mailed to 
Colonial by Dewey’s friend, Alger Chap­ 
man. 
Dewey, a busy man, can be forgiven for 
not knowing that his campaign headquar­ 
ters or his friends did not pay these bills. 
However, denying the facts is another mat­ 
ter.

Since the pattern first began 
emerging in Birmingham, Ala., in 
early 1949 there have been 48 
dynamitings involving mostly the 
old White-Negro feud but spread­ 
ing to religion and personal re­ 
venge. 
“I think,” said 
Alex 
Miller, 
“that the pattern is self-evident. 
Twenty years ago the weapon of 
intimidation was lynching. 
Then 
came the burning cross and flog­ 
gings.” 
“But in 
Birmingham,” 
Miller 
continued, “they came up with a 
new weapon and one that has the 
advantage of destroying all evi­ 
dence, the dynamite stick ” 
Violence May Spread North 
Miller, southern regional head 
of the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai Brith, added: “I predict that 
the pattern will spread, it is a 
new weapon. 
I believe, too, that 
it will not be confined to the South 
alone but will find use wherever 
racial or 
religious 
tensions 
are 
strong.” 
Then the expert observer on the 
southern region commented, “You 
can look for an increasing number 
of dynamitings in the South. The 
old legal barriers governing racial 
segregation are tumbling and Ne­ 
groes are shaking off the Ghettoes 
and expanding.”

18, when the citizens of Escanaba will ac­ 
cept or reject a proposed $1,100,000 bond 
issue to build one new grade school and a 
new high school.

WHY THEY ARE NEEDED — As the 
meeting progressed more committee mem­ 
bers arrived to take seats in the already 
crowded room. 
The atmosphere became 
warm and heavy. The ventilation, if any, 
was inadequate. 
Tall windows with inside storm sash 
reached toward the high ceiling, giving the 
room a vintage look—period 1920. 
And 
light-concealing ball globes, popular SO or 
30 years ago, glowed high overhead. 
People talked back and forth, offering 
suggestions 
and 
comments. 
Escanaba 
Fire 
Captain 
Nels Bergeon reported 
briefly that both the Senior high and the 
Barr school building were “fire hazards.” 
He 
was 
careful not to call them fire 
traps, which they are not. 
Fire 
escapes 
at the Senior high have 
been changed in the interest of safety, fire 
drills are held regularly in all schools, but 
buildings with wooden stairways and halls 
and plenty of heavily painted old wood­ 
work can never be called “fireproof” or 
even “fire resistant.”

Yes, the schools are 
over-crowded, particularly the Barr grade 
school and the Senior high. Barr was built 
in 1898 for about 250 students, now house* 
about 340; Senior high was built in 1907 
for 400 students, now has about 650.

GROWTH AND A TOWN—Barr is most 
crowded of any grade school because most 
of Escanaba’s growth in the past has been 
in the southwest section of the city. 
In long term planning Eacanaba grade 
schools must provide space for 1.600 pu­ 
pils, Junior high space (which the pres­ 
ent building can supply) for 800 pupils. 
and Senior high space for 
800 
pupils. 
These figures represent 
“a reasonable 
prediction for the public schools.” 
Back of that meeting was a sense of 
urgency to accomplish a necessary public 
obligation—good schools for a good town. 
Industrially, commercially, and as a city 
of homes, Escanaba is rapidly expanding 
The schools must keep pace.

The old elm shrouded m idnight 
secrets. 
Strangers passed under 
its whispering leaves late at night 
and slipped up the steps into the 
old Parker house in Wakefield— 
the town’s new headquarters for 
Communist conspiracy. 
Comrades Johnson and Collier 
called at the house not long after 
we were settled. 
They had in­ 
structions from the Boston dis­ 
trict. 
Gus Johnson—whose name was 
tie cause of Hal Leary’s surprise 
—was a hulking, florid Swede 
with a thick accent which was us­ 
ually made even less coherent by 
the cheap whisky he dumped into 
his iron belly. He was amiable 
enough some of the time, but stu­ 
pid, and a confirmed Bolshevik of 
the roughhouse school. 
Collier was bookish, thin, sul­ 
len 
and 
unhealthy. 
He 
rarely 
drank, but chain-smoked cigar­ 
ettes, and his gaunt face had the 
pallor of ash. 
Frank had a deep 
appreciation of literature and a 
large library, the most complete 
private M arxist library I ever en­ 
countered. 
Reason For Secrecy 
The 
two 
comrades 
were,

thought, unduly insistent upon the 
deepest secrecy.

inquired 
through 
outside 
sources and found out why. Two 
years before, Wakefield had a 
Red hunt, inspired—it fitted so 
perfectly that it was laughable-- 
by

She marched straight to the po­ 
lice and delivered an expose. Mrs. 
Johnson named names of party

American Legion seized on the 
disclosures with vigilante ardor.

Collier, Johnson and I had a 
list of some fourteen persons in 
Wakefield who were still listed on 
the party rolls. 
Frank and Gus 
knew most of them, and undertook 
to make the contacts. 
A half hour before 
tile 
first 
meeting there was a knock at the 
front door, and a figure silently 
melted into the shadows of my 
Jiving room. A few minutes later, 
another, then another. One or two 
came in by the side door*. 
No 
more than a single member arriv­ 
ed at any one time. 
The session 
was desultory, primarily devoted 
to the speech (with Gus in re­ 
markably good control of his ac­ 
cents and his party fervor), the 
collection of dues, and arrange­ 
ments for further session which 
nearly all of them promised to 
attend. 
Eva sat through it all in 
a big wing chair, nervously twin­ 
ing and winding a piece of string 
kl her fingers. 
When the meet­ 
ing broke up, the arrival process 
was put into action in reverse. 
One by one, at intervals of sev­ 
eral minutes, they slipped out the 
door into the night, walking brisk­ 
ly away, keeping to the shadows. 
The precautions were thorough 
enough to prevent neighborhood 
detection of the cell headquarters, 
t also took precautions of my own. 
After the meeting I trudged up 
the stairs, climbed a narrow stair­ 
way to the unfinished attic, picked 
my way across the open beams to 
the end of the room where stood 
a huge cedar closet.

Attended Many Meetings 
I attended cell meetings of dif­ 
ferent types—educational, cultur­ 
al, social—in many different lo­ 
calities. 
There were sessions at 
Nat Mill’s apartm ent in Boston. 
The identity of more and more 
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Communists was revealed to me. 
I branched out into communities 
like Brookline 
and 
Dorchester. 
One unusual series of gatherings 
was held in a sumptuous apart­ 
m ent near the 
H arvard 
yard— 
their apparent purpose, to make 
available to select H arvard men 
a place for entertainment, liquor 
and the companionship of well 
groomed, 
sophisticated 
young 
Communist girls. Eva and I went 
to several parties there, where the 
affluence was tastefully displayed 
and controlled, the liquor flowed 
freely, and political “liberalism ” 
was leavened with sophistry, pop­ 
ular music for connoisseurs of jazz 
and the comforts of deep sofas. 
Billed always by the party as a 
Baptist youth leader—the reason 
for the comrades’ interest in my 
church activities—I was kept busy 
in front organizations, especially 
in the effort to gain control over 
the Youth for Victory Council. My 
professional acquaintances through 
my job with Harry Browning and 
the M. Sc P. Theaters, were im­ 
mensely useful to the party. For 
the most part they were motion 
picture 
publicists, 
advertising 
men, newspaper w riters and edi­ 
tors, and radio executives. 
Mr. 
Browning’s 
office 
became 
the 
headquarters of the New England 
entertainment industry’s War Ac­ 
tivities Committee, with the prim ­ 
ary task of promoting patriotic 
campaigns. Since the Communist 
part at this time was also dedicat­ 
ed to the winning of the war, I 
was in a most advantageous posi­ 
tion, for the party and for the 
F. B. I. 
I was able to secure free radio 
time for the Youth for Victory 
group; I wrote radio scripts, pre­ 
pared news releases under party 
direction, secured the assistance 
of the Office of War Information 
in some of the Communist cam­ 
paigns, and served on the editorial 
board of “The Youth for Victory 
News,” 
I organized and staged 
rallies and fund-raising dinners. 
So thoroughly respectable was my 
front that at one big Communist- 
sponsored 
rally — without 
the 
Communist label, of course—I was 
able to obtain the services of a 
snappy Catholic Youth Organiza­ 
tion band. 


A Clote Call 
Hal Leary paid a call at the 
house, just to find out how things 
were going on the domestic scene. 
There came a knock at the front 
door. 
I glanced at Hal, and Eva 
leaped to her feet. I went to the 
door and opened it to find Com­ 


rades Collier and Johnson in the 
entry. 
Effusively, and in a loud 
voice, I greeted them, while stand­ 
ing in the door as long a6 I could 
to bar their way. 
When I could no longer delay 
their entry. I sauntered ahead of 
them, my heart kl my throat, into 
the living room. 
It was empty. 
Hal’s hat was 
gone from the chair next to where 
he had been sitting. Eva came in 
through the dining room, wiping 
her hands on an apron she had 
quickly put on. “Good girl!” I 
said to her with a wink, and the 
half smile she returned told me 
that Hal had safely departed. She 
was more than usually warm in 
her greeting to Frank 
and 
Gus, 
who were both sullen and incur­ 
ious. 
We turned to a discussion of 
party affairs, and especially to the 
proposed dissolution of the Young 
Communist League 
which 
was 
then under active consideration. 
Now, in the Summer and Fall of 
1943, the party was preparing for 
an unusual stroke—the abolition 
of the Young Communist League, 
and the substitution for it of what 
the party called “a new united 
anti-fascist youth organization.” 
In mid-October I received a call 
from Alice Gordon, Massachusetts 
State 
Chairman 
of the 
Young 
Communist League, asking me to 
meet with her on a very impor­ 
tant m atter. “We want you to at­ 
tend the New York convention,” 
Alice told me at lunch. “You are 
going to be the state treasurer.” I 
did not conceal my surprise—and 
pleasure—that I was to be slated 
as one of the five top leaders of 
the new 
organization 
when 
it 
came to Massachusetts. 
But 
I 
did not reveal my shock at her 
disclosure that the leadership of 
the new state group, as yet un­ 
named, was 
already 
firmly 
in 
Communist control. 


“Democracy” In Communism 
“Don Bollen,” she told me— 
Bollen,' a prominent. Young Com­ 
munist League and United Elec­ 
trical Workers organizer — “will 
be the chairman in the state.” So 
this was the way the Young Com­ 
munist League would “help” to 
establish a new, 
and 
ostensibly 
democratic youth organization! 
To my office on Friday, Eva 
explained that I was ill and could 
not be at work. The sickness plan 
almost trapped me. 
While I was gone, Harry Brown­ 
ing, whose generosity was usually 
impulsive, assembled a large bas­ 


ket of fruit for my sick table, all 
done up in ribbons and scalloped 
paper, a very handsome gift. 
He 
gave it to my assistant, Eddie Al- 
fano, and to his secretary, Vickie, 
and dispatched them to my house 
in his own car. 
Eva, flushing in confusion, told 
them that I had been quite sick, 
and, to get me out of the hubbub 
of the household, she had sent me 
away for a few days for a rest. 
I talked to the bureau and they 
said by all means get to New York 
and cover the whole thing. 
The Young Communist League 
was buried by 500 delegates from 
all over the United States at a 
special convention session Friday 
in New York’s M anhattan Center. 
There was a speech by Earl Brow­ 
der stressing the importance of the 
dissolution in terms of national 
unity, and there were no regrets, 
because every one on top at least 
recognized that it was just a man­ 
euver to change the name. In or­ 
der not to jeopardize my future 
status with the new group, I at­ 
tended 
the 
Young 
Communist 
League meeting not as a delegate, 
but as an “observer.” 
American Youth For Democracy 
On Saturday and Sunday, the 
same crowd presided at the birth 
of the new organization, Amer­ 
ican Youth for Democracy, in the 
basement auditorium of Mecca 
Temple of the Shrine. 
Commun­ 
ist domination of the organization 
meeting was openly brazen. There 
were by count 156 delegates from 
the Young 
Communist 
League, 
and only 176 from other youth 
organizations. It would have been 
heavily weighted in Communist 
favor in any event, but was even 
more so in view of the fact that 
some delegates, ostensibly repre­ 
senting non-Communist groups— 
I was there as a Baptist youth 
leader — were 
actually 
under­ 
ground Communists. 
Robert Thompson, Army hero, 
former national vice-president of 
the Young Communist League, and 
a big wheel in 
the 
party, 
was 
“elected” national co-chairman of 
the A. Y. D., and Carl Ross, for­ 
mer New York State chairman of 
the League, was named executive 
secretary. 
Others on the slate of 
officers were well known to me, 
including “Comrade Bob” whom 
I had first met at 
the 
Kendall 
Green state 
convention 
of 
the 
Y. C. L. 
He turned out to be 
William 
Robert 
McCarthy, of 
Quincy^and he was elected secre- 
taiy-treasurer of the new youth 
organization, representing a Bos­ 
ton shipbuilding union of which 
he was president.

THE SUEZ CANAL, “jugular vein of the British Empire,” doesn't be­ 
long to Britain at all, but to a private British and French firm, the 
Suez Canal Co. But, the Suez has been controlled by Britain since 
the time of Victoria. The “big ditch”—in effect a toll road between 
the M editerranean and the Red Sea, gateway to the Indies—was dug 
in 1859-69 by a great French engineer, Count Ferdinand de Lesseps. 
De Lesseps viewed the 104-mile, sea-level waterway as his con­ 
tribution to “peace and progress.” Recently, the Suez has contributed 
heavily to world tension, as Egypt, acting' in the feverish new tradi­ 
tion of Moslem “nationalism,” tore up the 1936 treaty under which 
Britain keeps troops in the Canal Zone. The British stood firm, and 
when ugly riots broke out, bringing threats of a “holy war,” rushed 
heavy reinforcements to the area. Frequent bloody clashes between 
British forces and Arabs have occurred. Prime Minister Churchill’s 
recent proposal that the U. S., France and Turkey send troops to the 
Suez was greeted by Egypt with cries of “aggression” and threats to 
invoke the Arab League’s seven-nation defense pact Though the 
British Empire has shrunk, the Suez Canal remains a vital “lifeline” 
for the western world. The Canal allows rapid shift of troops and 
supplies and, until recently, carried half of Europe’s oil. Suez is the 
hub of the Middle East area that affords us land and air bases in 
one of the world’s most strategic locations. Loss of the Suez Canal 
would be a severe blow to the west, a great victory for Russia.
